REMARKS: 

Claims 1, 3-13, 15, 17-21, and 23-29 were pending in the application. Withdrawn claim 
15 has been amended to correct a typographical error. Claims 7, 13, 15, 17-21, and 25-29 have 
been withdrawn. Therefore, claims 1, 3-6, 8-12, and 23-24 are now pending in this application. 

Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner entered the following restriction requirement: 

I. Claims 1, 3-6, 8-12, 23, and 24, drawn to a routing device and method of using a 
routing device that receives a signal, separate from data, indicating the QOS for 
the data to be transferred, classified in class 709, subclass 233. 

II. Claims 7, 13, 15, 17-21, 25, and 26, drawn to a method, article of manufacture, 
and system for receiving packets of data containing QOS information, classified in 
class 709, subclass 236. 

III. Claims 27-29, drawn to a method for routing data between two different networks 
with different QOS requirements, classified in class 709, subclass 249. 

Applicant elects group I without traverse . Applicant has withdrawn the claims 
identified by the Examiner as belonging to groups II and III.
